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TREATY IS SIGNED 


Berlin, April 24.—()—wWith cou- 
riers of the German government 


speeding to every important European 
capital, so that the governments may 
be informed officially of the contents 
‘of the Russo-German amity treaty 
simultaneously with the publication 
of the text in the presg.on Tuesday 
next, the guessing Seat which has 
been going on for weeks among the 
world’s diplomats will be ended, and 
it is predicted it will be found that 
the excitement that has arisen over 
ihe negotiations was unnecessary. 

The treaty, which was signed today 
and bears the signatures of Foreign 
Minister Stresemann in behalf of Ger- 
many, and M. Krestinsky, ambassa- 
dor of soviet Russia, merely supple- 
ments and clarifies the Rapallo 
treaty, in view of Germany’s assum- 
ing new duties on entry into the 
League of Nations. 

In the treaty itself, the wording of 
which is brief, it is understood that 
the chief point is mutual assurance 
of neutralite in ease either contract- 
jing party is attacked hy a_ third 
power. 

According to a high official of the 
foreign office, the most interesting 
part is the notes exchanged between 
M. Tehitcherin and Dr. Stresemann, 
appended to the treaty. The notes 
fix Germany's obligations and respon- 
sibilities regarding article 16 of the 
league covenant relating to neutral- 
ity. Russia's fears are thus allayed 
ihat Germany may be forced to par- 
ticipate in an anti-Ruesian crusade 
and compelled to permit troops to 
mareh ewhrough Germany against 
Russia. , ; 

Dr. Stresemanf\’s assurances are In 
line with the declarations submitted 
to the other signatories of the Ia- 
earno pact at Locarno, and not ob- 
jected to by them. 

Still another feature of the treaty 
ie a provision for adjudication ma- 
chinery in the event of ditferences 
arising over the interpretation of the 
treaty. Taken as a whole, the treaty, 
and appended notes are described as 
*s general treaty of amity.” 

The consummation of the freaty 
takes place much later than the Rus- 
sians desire. M. Tehitcherin, the 
Itussian foreign minister, tried hard 
to persuade the German chancellor, 
Dr. Tauther and Dr Stresemann on 
the eve of their departure for J.o- 
carno, to make a clear-cut statement 
that Germany was not in agreement 
with article 16, but the German lead- 
ers decided it would be tactless to 
make such a statement just bfeore 
soing to Locarno to lay the founda- 
tions for a new Europe.

He places the crop for 1926 at from 
55,000 to 60,000 acres. “We find,” 
says Mr. Westbrook “that the undesir- 
able grower has dropped out this year, 
and farmers experienced at the game 
are going in for quality tobacco, in- 
stead of quantity.” 

With a favorable season, the 1926 

tobacco crop should yield  approxi- 
mately 50,000,000 pounds, which 
might bring a total of $10,000,000, 
agriculturalists point ont. ‘The crop 
this year is estimated to be 2bout 
three weeks late. This crop. is 
planted in 50 south Georgia counties 
and is ready for market in July. 
_ The watermelon section reports an 
increase in acreage of about 10 per 
eent over 1925. Last year’s crop of 
melons was one of the most profitable 
in recent years, 13.000 cars bringing 
something like $3,000,000 to the 
growers. 

(;rowers are yet waable to estimate 
the size of the peach crop until after 
the “May drop.” The freeze did con- 
siderable damage to several varieties 
and it is said in the Fort Valley belt 
if is practically impossible to fore- 
cast this year’s crap. Last year 13,- 
OOO cars sold for $10,000,000 and 
peach specialists estimate that with 
the new orchards and with produe- 


tion cut by the freeze, this vear’s crop’ 


will be more profitable to the grower 
than the usual “bumper” crop. 

Reports from Cornelia growers say 
prospects are good for a big apple 
erop this year, the trees being in full 
bloom now. In the Cornelia sectioa 
nione the number of bearing trees is 
given at 260,000, and the estimated 
vield is 600 ears, which should sell 
fo: $300,000 to the growers. The 
Georgia apple crop was cut consider- 
ably last year by the drouth; in fact, 
more than any of the fruit crops.

Sen- 
ator Heflin, democrat, Alabama, will 
report in favor of the bid of the 
American Cyanamide company, and 
Representative James, republican, 
Michigan, will report against any of 
the bids and argue that none of them 
protects the public interest. 

Indorse Power Aid. 

On a preliminary vote taken by the 
committee late today, the power com- 
pany’s propoasl was indorsed by Chair- 
man Deneen, Senator Sackett, repub- 
lican, Kentucky; Representative Mo- 
rin, republican Pennsylvania, and 


Representative Quin, democrat, Missis- 


sippi. 

For the last two days the bidding 
for Muscle Shoals has been between 
the Associated Power companies and 
the American Cyanamide company. 
Each has altered its. bid materially 
since first filing. Both agree to man- 
ufacture 40,000 tons of fixed nitrogen 
annually. The difference is that the 
power companies agree to distribute 
all power not needed for fertilizer 
manufacture, while the cyanamide 
company would use additional power 
for manufacturing other chemicals and 
materials and agree to distribute pow- 


‘er remaining after that through ex- 
|isting power companies. 


Favors Cyanamide Bid. 
Senator Ileflin indorsed the cyana- 
mide offer on the ground that it gave

Tokens of Refugees’ Love 
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BY RUFUS HARDY. 
Twenty thousand handkerchiefs— 
tokems of love from refugee mothers of 


a land rent by avarice, massacres and 
oppressions—have been received here 
to be given to mothers of the south 
for *fother’s Day expressions. 

These handkerchiefs. made from 
sheerest linen and in delicate lace bor- 
dering and workmanship which cen- 
turies ago took its place asan art, are 
being distributed through Near ‘East 
relief headquarters in the Atlanta Trust 
Company building. A major portion 
of the number will be handled through 
women's organizations, men's clubs 
and church and other societies, being 
sold for $1 each. Leading clubwom- 
en and others have interested them- 
selyes in the plans with the result 
that demands for handkerchiefs are del- 
uging the Near East offices. 

Mrs. Cleve Webb is in charge of the 
state clubwomen activities in this mat- 
ter and reports keen interest of many 
local organizations and clubs in vari- 
ous sections of the state.

Many mothers who will receive a hand-_ 
kerchief will appreciate the anguish 
and heartaches represented in each 
stitch by a refugee Armenian mother, 
because less tlran a decade ago Amer- 
ican mothers’ hearts were wrung with 
anguish for boys in French trenches. 

Throughout thousands of years Ar- 
menians have suffered almost at all . 
times, because no Christian was safe 
from maranding antagonists to Chris- 
tian religions and every hour was 
fraught with dangers that have shock- 
ed the world at times over a long 
period, 

Through the Near East as the agen- 
cy for American dollars the refugees— 
mothers and children—are being cared 
for, given necessities of life, training 
in useful occupations, and a chance to 
continue their worship. 

Through burning of numerous vil- 
lages and deportation acts a few 
months ago, thousands of mothers and 
children were separated, left helpless 
and to starve. Near East relief workers 
have been rounding them up, restoring 
children to mothers and in general 
relief as far as funds would permit. 

The 20,000 handkerchiefs “which 
these mothers have made at odd mo- 
ments to show their appreciation of 
this care have been sent to mothers of 
the south. It is these delicate bits of 
needlecraft, symbolizing the unquench- 
able mother’s love, that are being sold 
to create a special fund for homeless 
and broken mothers in a land known

Is Democracy a Failure? 


BY M. ASHBY JONES 


It would have been a political here- 
sy to have even, asked this question 


50 years ago, in this country. Today, 


however, an _ in- 
creasing number of 
thoughtful lovers 
of liberty are rais- 
ing the question 
and many of them 
in despair are an- 
swering in the af- 
firmative. Cer- 
tainly, it is true 
that the dreams of 
our democratic 
fathers have not 
come true, and we 
are far from the 
fulfillment of the 
roseate prophecies. 
of the founders of 
democratic govern- 
ment. Indeed, we 
can come nearer 
home, and confess that democracy in 
the world today falls far short of our 
own ideals, 


Possibly no one will be found who 
would want to return to an autoc- 
racy. The issue is usually made be- 
tween an unrestricted democracy, and 


a restricted democracy. Possibly the 
average man would say that .the best 
people, or the intelligent people, ought 
to rule. However, he would be unwill- 
ing to use the ancient word “aristoc- 
racy,’’ to describe his ideal, though 
that is just what he does mean. This 
whole movement of discontent with 
democracy has grown out of the ap- 
parent, and sometimes flagrant, inef- 
ficiency of democratic government. 
The most striking instance of this re- 
versal of faith in democracy is the 
story of Mussolini in Italy. There are 
many people in this country who, 
having seen the practical breakdown 
of government in Italy under democ- 
racy, and the great improvement in 
efficiency under this modern auto- 
crat, would welcome a Mussolini in 
America. 
The Citizen-Shirker. 

It seems to me that there are two 
questions here which should be clear- 
ly differentiated. The first is, can the 
people govern themselves? The sec- 
ond is, will the people govern them- 
selves? The first question I will an- 
swer, unphesitatingly, in the affirma- 
tive. It seems to’ me that it has been 
proven in our own, and other lands, 
that where the people are interested, 
alert and fairly intelligent, democracy 
has been a success. But the second 
question, will the-people govern them- 
selves, is yet to be answered in this 
country.

The usual answer is 
a more widespread education, and our 
failures are laid at the door of ignor- 
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ance. But if anything ig certain in| 


this most difficult and complicated 
question, it is that the responsibil- 
ity for the failure of democracy must 
be placed upon the shoulders, not of 
the ignorant, but of the educated class 
of the United States. If education is 
to be a remedy, it must be an edu- 
eation of character rather than a 
mere education of books. It must be 
a development of the sense of respon- 
sibility of the intelligent individual 
for the welfare of his country and 


community. 
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Selfishness and Demagogues. 
There are two distinct enemies to 
the success of our democracy. The 
first is government by the emotions. 


This, in essence, is the mob spirit. 
Here is a f¢rtile field for the dema 
gogue. Playing upon the feelings of 
the masses of the people, he arouses 
emotions of fear, stirs enthusiasms 
for prejudices, or awakens a frenzy 
of hatred, and thus rides into power 
on a high tide of emotional expres- 
sion. 


The other danger, closely akin, is 
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cussing the bear- 
ing of material 
prosperity on poli- 
tics, said: 

“About the most. 
unpopular thing a 
man. can do is to 
begin to talk about 
the end of a boom 
at a time when the 
boom is still under 
way. But a use- 
ful thing to do for 
readers whose tem- 
perament is such 
that they can take 
advantage of the 
lessons of history 
is to call attention

The serious prediction of chemists 
that within a few years we may order 
palatable ‘‘synthetic beefsteak” made 


from cotten seed, fixes a royal person- 
age more firmly, on his throne—His 
Majesty Gossypium Hirsutum, other- 
wise known as King Cotton. some- 
thing of this potentate’s power in the 
world is told in a bulletin from the 
Washington, D. C., headquarters of 
the Natonal Geographic Society. 
“Nicht and day the average man sel- 
dom escpaes the influence of King Cot- 
ton,’ says the bulletin. “He sleeps 
between cotton sheets on a mattress 
stuffed with the fluffy white fibers. 


After he diseards his cotton pajamas |

and commerce in the summer and fall, 
are pushing through the black earth 
in southern Texas. Each week, as 
the sun gets warmer, will see the green 
army advance farther north until it 
will stand in possession of close to 40 
million acres of the south. This is 
equivalent to 62,500 square miles, and 
if it were a single field it would be 
large enough to cover every square 
foot of Pennsylvania, New Jersey and 
Delaware. and most of Connecticut. 

“The little plants which will sup- 
ply the great American cotton crop of 
1926 (‘great’ because even in poor 
years American cotton is seldom 
worth less than a billion dollars) are 
growing in rows of 3 to 4 feet apart. 
They are planted rather thickly; but 
when they are several inches tall the 
farmers and their laborers go along 
the rows with hoes chopping out sur- 
plus seedlings, and incidentally. weeds 
and grass, leaving the plants from 12 
to 18 inches apart. 

“After this most of the cultivation 
is given with broad shallow plows and 
riding cultivators. Under the warmth 
of the southern spring and summer 
the plants grow rapidly. 
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lint to an upper floor where it falls 
into a hopper and starts on its jour- 
ney through the whirring, humming 
machinery whose development made 
possible the great cotton industry, 
Numerous whirling saws tear the fiber 
from the seeds. The latter drop into 
chutes which carry them to huge 
gray-green piles in the seed room. The 
lint passes on belt conveyors in a 
broad endless stream to the presses 
where it is squeezed into bales weigh- 
These 
are covered with very coarse 
It is in such bales or in 
bales still further compressed 
cotton moves to American cotton mills 
and across the oceans to the mills of 
Europe and Japan. 


“Until after the civil war the value 
of cotton seed was not recognized. 
Millions of tons were burnt, thrown 
aside to rot or shoveled into rivers. 
Now the seed from between three and 
four bales of cotton are worth as much 
as a bale of the fiber. They are pass- 
ed through a super-gin to remove the 
short lint known as ‘linters.’ This is 
valuable for dozens of uses, from mak- 
ing gun cotton and mattresses to sur- 
gical dressings and photographic films. 
The. brownish-green seeds are then 
hulled and the kernels are pressed be- 
tween camels-hair pads which hold the 
golden yellow meal and express the 
oil. Even the hulls make good cattle 
feed, while the meal and oil furnish 
bases for a growing number of valu- 
able products. 

“The United States is the world’s 
greatest cotton producer, furnishing 
more than half of the total crop, 
usually from ten million to sixteen 
million bales.

The two definite phenomena that 
have occurred since November are the 
subsiding of the land -speculation in 
Florida and the reversal of the excit- 
ed speculation in securities on the New 
York Stock market. What interests 
business men just now is whether any- 
thing of the same nature, even though 
less in. degree, is about to happen in 
general industry. The same question 
interests official Washington acutely. 

The persons in Washington who are 
best informed in this field are unable 
to find reasons for a let-down in gen- 
eral business as severe as the let-down 
in speculation and prices on the New 
York Stock exchange has been. It 
has always been a common assumption 
that the New York Stock exthange is 
a barometer of general. business; that 
a rise or a fall on the New York Stock 
exchange is usually followed by a cor- 
responding movement in general busi- 
ness. The common assumption is that 
the fall in general business comes about 
six months after the fall on the stock

One of the commonest accompani- 
ments of a business depression is to 
say that it is caused by politics. When

that if congress would only go home, 
business would be better. (This is a 
curious commentary—either on con- 
gress or on business.) Now that con- 
gress is about to go home the blame 
is put on the coming élections. It is 
being said that apprehension of the 
results of this summer's primaries and 
the fall elections are the cause of the 
Wall street slunrp. ‘One can hear ex- 
pressions from business men which 
would justify the inference that they 
think we ought never to have any elec- 
tions—we ought to adopt the Musso- 
lini system. 


Persons who try to keep their rea- 
soning straight might try this as an 
axiom: Political conditions almost 


never cause economic conditions; al- 
most always economic conditions 
cause political conditions. In the 
overwhelming majority of cases poli- 
tical conditions arise out of economic 
conditions. It is very rare for an eco- 
nomic condition to be caused by a 
political condition. 


It is true some outcomes of the 
coming primaries and elections might 


be disturbing to some leaders of busi- 
ness, This would not altar the gen- 
eralization set down above. The out- 
come of the coming primaries and elee- 
tions will be determined by one set of 
economic conditions: the elections, in 
turn, might lead to certain legislation 
which would have an effect on eco 
nomic conditions. 

Of all the possible outcomes of this 
summer’s elections the one that would 
have the most obvious relation to eco- 
nomie and business conditions 
would be such a change as might re 
sult ina revision of the.tariff, or 
might point toward a later revision 
of the tariff. If the corn helt farmers 
should earry out their often repeated: 
threat to make an attack on the tariff 
in revenge for having been denied the 
particular kind of farm relief they 
demanded, that might be enough, with 
other elements, to lead ultimately to 
tariff revision. If the democrats 
should elect a considerable number of 
senators and members of the lower 
house, in states and districts now held 
by the republicans, that in turn might 
point toward a revision of the tariff. 
If the democrats should gain control 
of the senate, as might readily happen, 
that might point toward a revision of 
the tariff. 

All this, however, will not alter the 
fundamental rule. If enough business 


interests and enough self interests in 
the United States want the tariff 
changed, it will be changed; if a ma- 
jority of the business interests and 
self interests in the country want it 
unchanged, it will remain unchanged.

The steel trust had be- 
come a symbol of American financial 
aceomplishment and in many varied 
industries kings of American finance 
were extending with amazing progress 
the power of the American dollar. 

In his scheme for American suprem- 
acy in the janes of the sea, Morgan 
chose the leading British lines as his 
nucleus. At first, the Cunard line was 
included in his acquisitive program. 
England, frightened by the American

Then began the great experiment of 
American operation. There ‘were times 
of prosperity, but in recent years the

spicuous in its record of great profits. 

l'inal approval of the pending sale 
is expected in London next week. The 
British are said to have agente the 
I. M. M. from $30,000,000 to $35,- 
000.000 for control of the White Star. 
It is rumored that the British are 
seeking control of the whole I. M. M., 
although 80 per cent of its stockhold- 
ers are now Americans. Were this ac- 
complished, the British would be get- 
ting hold of some thirty ships, operat- 
ing under ten lines.

The formation of the T. M. M. was 
practically the last of the big deals 
negotiated by the late J. P. Morgan.

Letter to Dempsey. 


Kearns has just sent out a copy of 
a letter to Jack Dempsey. The inter- 
esting lines in it follow: 

“T am {c ced to deliver to you the 
following ultimatum: You must 
either fulfill th» contracts I have made 
for you to fight again or make up 
your mind that you are never going 
to fight again and make your retire- 
. ent absolute and i> ‘evocable. 

“You sig.ed a contract with me 
in which you agreed to fight and yet) 
you bave persistently refused to go 
through with the matches I arranged 
for you. You may not know it, but 
this constitute a direct violation of 
contract and you are liable under the 
law to me for my share of the money 
we would have received for these con- 
tracts. 

“Tl have arranged matches’ with’ 
Wills and ‘Trnney, which you have 
thus far refused to go through with. | 

“I don’t have to tell even yon that} 
your actions in taking exhibition ' 
matches in Germany, Mexico and also 
in this country, without asking my 
permission or making an accounting 
to me, is a violation of our contract. 
You received in most instances, for 
these exhibitions, about 25 per cent of | 
the amount I would have secured, and 
I hereb demand an accounting of 
you. earnings from September, 1923, 
to date. 

“You have stated that you would 
not have won the championship if you 
did not have the fighting qualities of 
which champions are made. Very 
true, but you xnow down in your heart 
that I, in fact, made you champion 
because it was through my efforts, 
and mine alone, that you got the 
chance to fight for the championship. 
It was my per. on. 1 contact with Rick- 
ard that put you in the ring at To- 
ledo with Jes Willard. There have 
been many great fighters who never 
b came champions just because they 
could not get an opportunity to fight 
for the championship. Witness Mike 
Gibbons, for instance, an outstanding 
champion without a crown. A good 
manager would, sooner or later, have 
put him in the ring with the cham- 
pion and Mike woul! have won the 
title. I lassoed Rickard for you, he 
roped Willar’t and thus you became 
champion. By your own admissions 
you had a dozen managers before I 
took you. None c’ them, so you have 
repeatedly stated, ever got you more 
than a couple of hundred dollars. I 
got you the needed opportunity; and 
then over half a million dollars for 
one fight, an. yet you amuse yourself 
by slinging mud at me and saying I'm 
a dumbbell and a bust as a manager. 

“I have aited as patiently as pos- 
sible for nearly a year for you to come 
to your senses and realize the un- 
r-itefulness of your actions and not 
to mention the disastrous financial re- 
sults. Inu closing, now that all the 
cards are being laid on the table, I 
want to notifv vou that you have stir- 
red up quite a bit of trouble for your- 
self Now you are going to lose} 
something that it appears vou cherish | 
above friendship and everything else— | 
some of the ollars that I made it 
possible for vcou to earn.” 

Has New Fighter.

The percentage of 
failures in apparently promising pros- 
pects is greater in the ring than in 
the golc fields, but few fighters start 
with the advantage of having Kearns 
as coach. Méreover, Kearns is noted 
for having rifg sense. He knows 4a 
fighter when he sees one. He found 
Jack Dempsey standing in front of a 
cigar store in Oakland, Calif., and 
made him a proposition which Demp- 
sey turned down because he had a 
good job in a ship yard and thought 
it better than the ups and downs of 
ring life, as he had experienced under 
other managers. Later Kearns found 
Dempsey out of luck and again offer- 
ed to manage him and make him some 
money. He found Dempsey awkward 
and inclined to do all his fighting 
with his right hand. He put Demp- 
sey into a gymnasium in Oakland, 
hired fast boxers to work with him, 
strapped Dempsey’s right arm to his 
leg and made him bob and duck and 
weave to avoid punches, and do all his 
with his left. That made 
great fighter. with an 
stvle that other fighters 
couldn't -athom, and Kearns sent him 
through c list of successful fights and 
eventually drove Willard into a match 
that gave Dempsey the championship, 
Dorval’s Skill Improved. 

Perhaps Kearns can originate an- 
other fighting style for some new 
heavyweight, and make him as dan- 
gerous as Dempsey. Of course it is 
absurd to prophesy anything about 
Nap, who hasn’t shown anything yet 
outside a gymnasium. Kearns is 
king of all ballyhoo artists. If any- 
one can ballvhoo a new fighter into 
the big money Kearns can—after thut 
it'll be up to the fighter to make 
rood. Whether Dorval turns out a 
fighter or a flop, his first bout will 
attract a crowd. If he makes good 
Kearns will be cutting coupons again 
in a short time. And meanwhile 
Dempsey is wasting time waiting for 
a more or less nebulous match with 
Wills in the middle west, that may 
never be fought. As a gold digger 
Kearns seems to outclass his cham- 
pion. Dempsey says Kearns was 
foolish in making the Carpentier 
match for $300,000—that he might 
have taken more on a_ percentage 
basis. But he forgets that $300,000 
was absolutely unheard of as a fight- 
er’s reward in those days—and Kearns 
audacity in proposing that Rickard 
offer $500,000 for the fight was novel 
and sensational. It was the greatest 
piece of gold digging ever accomplish- 
ed by any manager. Very few thought 
the fight would be run at a profit, 
with that purse and the huge ex- 
penses of running it. Rickard’s two 
partners persuaded Tex to let them 
drop out, and take over their shares 
in the enterprise, and even Tex, for 
all this boldness as a promoter,was 
pretty well worried over his huge 
guarantee until the gate money ac- 
tually passed it. 

Yes, being a successful manager of 
a world’s champion beats gold mining. 
In a way Kearns is “sitting much 
prettier,” to use a ring idiom, than 
Dempsey. Age is no handicap to-a 
manager. He can go on getting new 
fighters, if he’s smart, like Kearns. 
Fighters wear out, and managers can 
find new gold fields to delve 
Probably Dempsey would like to zo 
back to the days when he had 
right arm strapped to his leg, learning 
how to fight with his left. Punches 
didn’t bother him then. His 
was good and his endurance and speed 
unlimited. In another way Dempsey 
in a less enviable position than 
Kearns. Waiting for his Kearns con- 
tract to run out before he fights 
again, he still isn’t sure but that 
Kearns can sue him in some way and 
drive him into the hands of lawyers.

Woods and Waters

Alt trout fishermen who wish 

to play Queen of the May 
with their fishing tackle should 
bring pressure to bear upon the 
weatherman, as a heap of high 
pressure stuff on the part of this 
important fellow and his ally, the 
sun, is needed between now and 
the opening of the fishing season, 
May 1. However, the May angler 
is nothing if not an optimist and 
for those who would like to try 
their luck in Michigan on May 
1 the following are offered: 


The Pere Marquette river, best 
reached at the town of Baldwin, 
Mich., via railroad or state trunk 
highway M-54, is by all odds the 
best and biggest rainbow trout 
stream in the state of Michigan, 
according to Max Sandy, our cor- 
respondent, who has been shovel- 
ing snow drifts from his favor- 
ite fishing spots on the Pere 
Marquette. Max says this stream 
is expansive, so much so, that 
you'd better wear bathing suits 
instead of waders, as you're apt 
to go over your chin when you 
work the fishin’ holes. 

Short legged trout fishermen 
are warned to don stilts for this 
stream if they want to be on the 
safe side. However, at Baldwin 
one cin reach three tributaries of 


the Pere Marquette, the Little 
South, the Baldwin and the Mid- 
dle Branch, which are shallower. 
All are good for rainbows, and 
Max says to tackle the Baldtyin 
in June for brown trout. 


A bit farther north of these 
stream: is the Little Manistee. 
Little Manistee Crossing is a good 
lace to hit this stream, although 
7eacock, a railroad point, is the 
outfitting place. The Little 
Manistee is fairly shallow and as 
a rule one can get by without a 
bathing suit and without water 
going over his waders. Another 
stream worth tackling is the Pine 
river near the town of Luther on 
trunk line 63. But, watch your 
step on the Pine. Max says that 
there are clay banks in it which 
may mean an unexpected bath for 
a fellow, 2s one is apt to step 
from a shelf into deep water. 

Both the Pine and the Pere 
Marquette are exclusive fly fish- 
ing waters by state order, except 
that part of the Pere Marquette 
in Mason county, so worm fisher- 
men must lay off these streams. 
In all trout waters except those 
set aside for fly fishing the size 
limit is seven inches with a catch 
of 15 in one day. In fly fishing 
streams the limit is eight inches.

They have already started on 
an expansion program which will 
cost in the neighborhood of $2.,- 
000,000. They have under con- 
struction 12 square blocks for an 
employees’ village adjacent to the 
mill. Construction crews are he- 
ing organized to start on the ad- 
dition that is to be made on the 
mill proper. This addition, 500 
feet long, 180 feet wide and two 
stories high, will give them 270.- 
000 square feet additional floor 
space and enable them to install 
30,000 more spindles and employ 
750 more people. 

Tire manufacturers are just 
beginning to see the economic 
value of having such mills in the 
very heart of the cotton supply 
district: Any Georgia city that 
has good water supply might de 
well in inviting some of the vari- 
ous large tire manufacturers to 
look over their industrial sites. as 
this is only the beginning of fab- 
ric mills in Georgia.

One important reason is that if gen- 
erator fails, due to broken leads in or

If he also knew that a fully-charged 
battery would turn his engine over for 
15 minutes in summer, but for only 
five minutes or less when the tempera- 
ture was at zero, the ammeter tip 
might also induce him to crank the 
ear by hand and thus conserve the; 
energy of the battery. 

The generator is the whole source) 
of supply of electricity and it keeps the 
entire system in operation but it re- 
quires little, if any attention from the 
driver. It is important to know that 
the electrical output of the generator 
may be varied on cars by what is 
known as third brush adjustment, for 
the car consumes more electricity in 
cold weather than it does in warm 
and the generator should be adjusted 
accordingly by one who is experienced 
in doing this kind of work.

honor of Mrs. Mildred Charrington 
has been vindicated. : 

The jury which heard all the’amaz- 
ing evidence refused to believe the 
ugly charges made against her. by her 
husband and son. It set the seal of 
the law’s unqualified belief on her 
claim that her interest in the orphaned 
naval lieutenant she welcomed ino 
her home was purely maternal and 
that she was not plotting to steal the 
young officer’s love away from her 
daughter. Her husband was refused 
the divorce he sought and she was 
granted the one she demanded in a 
counter suit. 


The chief characters in the unusual 
domestic tragedy which the airing of 
the Charringtons’ troubles brought to 
the British High Court of Justice were 
Ernest Charles Charrington, wealthy 
business man; his wife, Mildred, whom 
he married in 1902; Licutenant Rich- 
ard John Harrison, of the British 
navy, whom the husband named as 


co-respondent; and the Charringtons’ - 


two children, Reginald, a young man 
of twenty-three, and Eileen, a young 
woman of twenty. 

The Charringtons has been estrang- 


ed since the time Eileen was born, 
although they continued to live to- 


gether and Charrington provided 
‘handsomely for: his family. . There 


had been trouble over the wife’s de- 
sire to have an income seftled on her. 
Also she resented her husband’s long 
absences at golf and charged that he 
drank excessively and that when in- 
toxicated he treated her cruelly. 


Mr. Charrington testified that he 
had known young Harrison from the 
time he was a schoolmate of his son, 
Reginald. Young Harrison’s parents 
were dead and he often came to visit 
the Charringtons and called Mrs. 
Charrington ‘‘Mumsie.”’ 

As the boy grew older Charring- 
ton became tired of his repeated visits 
and the manner in which he was re- 
ceived. When he complained to hi: 
wife she replied with the suggestion 
of a possible marriage between their 
daughter, Eileen, and Harrison. Mr. 
Charrington disapproved this idea be- 
cause Eileen was still onlv a young 
girl at school. When Harrison began 
to come to the Charrington home 
every week-end and sleep in a dress- 
ing room next to Mrs. Charrington’s 
bedroom, the husband protested 
again. 

His wife said she was interested 
only in guarding Harrison’s morals, so 
he would remain a fit man to marry 
their daughter.

Ever Wonder Why 
Certain Personalities 
Leave You Fagged? 
Here Are the 

Real Reasons. 


HY is: the perennially tired 
housewife? The tired busi- 
ness man? 

Why do you frequently 
hear the remark about an 
otherwise admirable and in- 
character, ‘‘She tires me 


teresting 
out? | 

Why do some people make one feel 
tired? What kinds of personality af- 
fect us inthis way?) And what ts the 
reason for this ‘“psychogenic”’ tired- 
ness, as the psychologists cali it? 

You know people with whom you 
like to be only for a short time, and 
other people whom you find it an et- 
One hears of 
children who are fatigued in the pres- 
ence of their teacher, whether they 
are worked hard or not.. There are 
employees who tire in the presence of 
one superior officer and not in an- 
other’s. 

K. N. Banham Bridges, psycholo- 
gist, tackles the whys and the where- 
tores of tiredness and personal con- 
tact in “‘Mental Hygiene,” the mouth- 
piece of the national committee for 
mental hygiene. 

From his observations one gleans 
that admissions that other people 
make you tired reflect some weak 
spot in your own makeup, although 
the larger share of the blame may be 
shifted to the personality of the in- 
dividual who causes the fatigue. 

Attryway, psychogenic tiredness is 
conceded to be one of the greatest 
drawbacks to personal efficiency and 
Cheerfulness of spirit and therefore is 
due for analysis and remedying. 

The results of Dr. Bridges’ study 
show that, whatever other casual fac- 
tors may opefate to make one person 
feel tired in the presence of another, 
the factor of mental conflict is always 
present and is of extreme importance. 

Grouping types of personality that 


cause fatigue, the first presented by 
Dr. Bridges is the type of person who 
is constantly demanding attention, 


who wants to be “in the limelight” « 


always and the center of interest. If 
one living in the same house with such 
a4 person sits down to read a book, 
study, or write a letier, he is continu- 
ally interuppted by questions and re- 
marks which seem trivial and which 
are designed simply to attract atten- 
tion. Such a person may chatter in 
company, endeavor always to mo- 
nopolize the conversation, or she may 
hold attention when once she has at- 
tracted it, by being slow and lengthy 
in her utterances. She will make 
heavy demands upon one’s time, Te- 
gardless of one’s business or other in- 
terests. 

There are both men and women of 
this type, Mr. Bridges observes, per- 
sons craving to be entertained and to 
be first in everybody’s thoughts. Such 
dominating ways, the psychologist re- 
calls, are common in children and can 


The reason for 


be extremely tiring. 
this fatigue, apart from physical rea- 
sons, may be found in the conflict be- 
tween the desire to be kind and polite

and the wish to be one’s independent 


self, following one’s one bent, or 
turning to something new and more 
in keeping with one’s Interests. 

The kind of people most affected 
by this type, says Dr. Bridges, are the 
self-contained individuals ‘with private 
and absorbing interests of their own, 
or others of the type demanding at- 
tention who are themselves impatient 
to become the center of attraction. 
These latter persons may feel tired 
‘hen in company of people who pay 
them no attention. The thing for the 
tired person to do in any cne of these 
situations, Dr. Bridges advises, is to 
find out to which type he himself be- 
longs. and learn to extend his inter- 
ests to include those of other people 
concerned. He can attempt to modi- 
fy his own. extreme tendencies and, 
Where the strong impulse cannot be 


modified in the other person, an at- 
titude of kindly tolerance and under- 
standing, with perhaps an occasional . 
indulgence allowed to the other, will 
relieve the situation. 


Another fatigue producing person 
in the group is the over-enthusiastic 
kind, who takes all the wind out of 
your sails, or who hustles along at 
a hair-raising speed. This vehemence 
and enthusiasm will have different ef- 
fects according to whether it is in line 
with our interests or not. It is more 
likely to cause fatigue when it ts 
directed toward something that does 
not interest us. Two forms of reac- 
tion are noted by the psychologist to 
this situation, both of which are tiring. 

“We may be put off by the zeal 
and enthusiasm,” says Dr. Bridges, 
@ind perceiving no hope of success in 
competition, may resort to a defense 
of ridicule, or apparent lack of inter- 
est in order to gain superiority in an- 
other way. Or, we may struggle to 
compete with the energetic one and 
be discouraged by the relative ineffec- 
tiveness of our efforts. The mental 
conflict aroused in us is between our 
desire to be friendly and our interest 
in the subject, on the one side, and 
our wish to excel on the other.” 

The remedy tor sufferers, then, is 
to find out if they have the domineer- 
ing impulse themselves. Sympathetic 
appreciation of another  person’s 
achievements is*also recommended as 
a good fatigue dissipator, 

Another tiring one in the group 
Studied is the individual who forces 
his attentions and services upon the 
other. He refuses to be pampered or 
looked after himself, but is always 
‘fussing’ about the other person. 

“This,” says Bridges, ‘may pro- 
mote a state of self-absorption and 
irritability, or complete lassitude in 
the object of the attention. His own 
desire to do little services for a friend 
is denied active expression. A con- 
flict is set up between his desire and 
the wish to be nice to the friend by 
letting him have his way, together with 
a desire for a certain amount of prac-

It is the story of Ivan Dahl von 
Teller, son of a noble family of Scan- 
dinavia, scion of a long line of Danish 
landholders.

Von Teller and 
Anderson were one. 


Von Teller had been given all the 


‘advantages of an excellent education. 


He was graduated from the University 


of Upsala in Sweden and later went . 


to Heidelberg. He was quiet and re- 
fined in manner, but inwardly the 
fires of rebellion burned brightly. 

At 20 Von Teller left his home and 
came to America. Here, as Duich 
Anderson, he fell in with evil com- 
Panions and the dark strain in his na- 
ture developed. He got a job as tu- 
tor to the two children of a saloon 
keeper, teaching them French and 
Spanish. But even to his employer 
he was a mystery. His comings and 
goings were silent and unobtrusive.

Detectives who have been close- 
ly connecied with the famous 
mail robbery case since the be- 
ginning agree that, but for An- 
derson, Chapman would never 
have become more than a-’com- 
mon hold-up man, of whom we 
have so many. 


he was beaten by a gang of bosses 
and kept under the thumbs of a dozen 
petty tyrants. To one of his nature 
such treatment could not but leave 
a lasting impression that was later to 


bring woe to society. 

Even then it is not certain aes al Ail- 
derson had embarked on his career of 
crime. Perhaps it is twe tts years 


since the first authentic. news of hts 
actions was recorded. It is known 
that he made sufficient progress to 
enable him to support a wife. He 
met a young, pretty girl of splendid 
character, w ‘hose name cannot be re- 
vealed, and thev were married.

Here was the needed influence to 
mold this young man’s life into some- 
thing noble and useful. 

But Fate wrested it from him. His 
young wife was killed in an automo- 
bile accident in Rochester a few short 
weeks after they were married. The 
tragedy was too much for the waver- 
ing faith of the husband. Men had 
used him unkindly. They had beaten

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him with ropes, flogged him, and now 
they had killed the woman he loved. 
The quiet student was transformed 
into a tiger eager for its prey and its 
prey was mankind. 


From the day his wife was buried 
Anderson spurned society and became 
an outlaw. His hand was against 
every one. There caine records of a 
few robberies, passing ot bad money, 
forgery and similar cutbreaks, but it 
was not until many years after his 
wife died that the future bandit was 
to reach the high mark in his career. 

A little more than a dozen years 
ago a man was caught robbing a jew- 
elry store in Rochester. With short 
ceremony he was found guilty and 
Sent to Auburn prison. The man was 
Dutch Anderson.

Anderson was appoint- 
ed tutor to his fellow inmates, and 
held forth in the library. The libra- 
rian’s name was Chapman, Gerald 
Chapman, a prisoner. 

Here it might be recalled, in view 
of Chapman’s after fame as the brains 
of a bandit gang that was to terrorize 
the country, that, in the opinion of 
many who ought to know, the real 
power behind the throne was not the 
super-bandit Chapman, but Dutch An- 
derson, who taught his pal in prison 
all the latter ever knew.

The truck pulled out and headed 
uptown.

Chapman’s Part. 

There were other nights, and time 
meant little when the job was big. 
Therefore, on the night of October 24 
when the big truck started on its jour- 
ney the bandits were ready. Frank 
Havernack, Jr., veteran driver, was at 
the wheel. There was no one with 
him. -He did not notice, or if he did, 
paid no attention to a big, powerful 
car Standing at the curb near City 
Hall with engine running, as though 
ready for a sudden pounce. In the 
car were three men, Anderson, Chap- 
man and Loehber. Loebet was at the

wheel. As the truck shot past Chap- 
man made sure of its identity. Then 
the big car leaped out in pursuit. For 
several blocks the smaller car clung to 
the tail of the big one. Then Chap- 
man opened the door of the pursuing 
machine, stood on the running board 
and commanded Loeber to pull up 
alongside. 

Watching his chance, Loeber gave 
her the gas and his machine drew 
alongside the speeding truck. As 
they drew even Chapman leaned 
over, caught the seat of the truck and 
pulled himself aboard. The move 
was made with the swiftness of the 
cat. Before the driver could realize 
what was happening the long, cold 
barrel of a six-shooter was driven into 
his ribs and Chapman was hissing in 
his ear. 

Anderson all the while was seated 
calmly in the rear of the passenger 
car watching the success of his plans. 

Curtly came the command, *‘‘Pull 
in to the left One false move and 
Ili kill you.”’» There was no bluster- 
ing about it. The way Chapman 
spoke meant death to the driver if he 
refuse d to obey. He turned’ to the 
left into Leonard street. 

Jrawing up to the curb, both cars 
came to a halt. Anderson leaped 
Out and seized the keys from Haver- 
nack. An empty mail sack was drawn 
Over the driver’s head. Then the trio 
turned to the truck. Five heavy bags 
were flung quick) into the rear of 
the bandit car, the three leaped aboard 


and shot away. The whole affair 
took but a few minutes. The silence 
of Broadway was unbroken. 

With the fleeing bandits went two 
and a half million dollars in cash, 
jewels and securities. 

The driver .was still struggling to 
free himself when the bandit car 
crossed the East river and made for 
the farm of Loeber’s uncle near Ron- 
konkoma, Long Island. Here the 
trio spent three days sorting the loot 
and dividing it into equal shares. It 
was first made into four shares, ac- 
cording to later reports. The fourth 
was said to have been for some in- 


side postoffice official who supplied, 


information and, when the stunt was 
pulled off, got cold feet and never 
claimed it. 

With the proceeds arranged and a 
hundred thousand dollars or so in 
their pockets for immediate use, the 
trio left the farm and came _ back 
openly to the city and the glare of its 
lights. They were contemptuous of 
its ever finding them. The hue and 
cry was on, but the sounds of pur- 
suit passed over their heads and left 
them unmolested. 

They might have gone on _ with 
safety if Anderson had not made the 
fatal error that all criminals make 
sooner or later. It could never be 
learned why the pair should have kept 
Loeber in their confidence. Now he 
was to prove their undoing. 

With him again as company they 
went to Niagara Falls and, six weeks 
after the big truck robbery, held up 
an American Express company truck 
and lifted $70,000 in money orders. 
Why they did this so soon after the 
big robbery cannot be explained. It

is certain that they could not have 
spent all the two million and a half 
taken in the Leonard street job— 
much of it has net yet been recovered.

Loeber came to New York Carry- 
ing a Wad of money orders. One of 
them he offered to his landlady in 
payment of a bill. It was returned to 
her as having been stolen and she 
pointed out Loeber as the man from 
whom she got it. Detectives imme- 
diately glued themselves to his trail. 
He made easy shadowing. They trac- 
ed him to the restaurant where he 
went to meet Anderson and Chapman. 
Weeks of patient waiting followed 
while the evidence was being piled up. 
Then came the arrest. 

loeber broke down and contessed, 
naming Anderson and Chapman. The 
pair was convicted and sent to Atlanta 
penitentiary for twenty-five years. 
They never had any intention of stay- 
ing there. Chapman openly boasted 
it could not hold him. Anderson said 
nothing, as he always did. 

Chapman broke first. Anderson 
waited while the noise of his” pal’s 
escape was Still in the air. Then, with 
several companions, he dug his way 
under the great walls 
fortress to freedom. 

Another difference in the methods 

of Anderson and Chapman showed it- 
self here.

Sunday Health Talks

Obsolete Mode of Exit. 


COMPARATIVELY — young 
and healthy business man re- 
tired recently, moved to Flor- 
ida in January and hanged 
himself in March. The moral 
is be reasonably honest, don’t 
gouge ’em too hard, and there need 
be no haste about retiring. ie 


An efficiency expert with a soft job 
as an “‘executive”’ in the employ of a 
big corporation, but withal a man of 
plain, democratic tastes who still 
dressed himself and drove his own 
chariot, went out to his garage about 
8:30 one morning in March, started 
his car and sat there fer a few min- 
utes while the engine warmed up. His 
widow has already reduced about 20 
pounds and looks a lot younger. This 
executive didn’t believe all he read in 
the papers; in fact, he never read any 
of the bunk the papers publish about 
health and all that stuff. There is no 
moral to be drawn from this incident; 
it is unmoral. 


A dapper young man from a live 
city came to spend his Easter week- 
end in our comparatively quiet town. 
Taking the air at about what we of 
the provinces call the “‘rush hour” the 
distinguished guest set himself a diag- 
onal course across an amusingly quiet 
street intersection. An impudent rat- 
tler hurled a challenge at the fashion 
plate, but the young man_nonchal- 
antly held his course and—by some 
slight miscalculation the young man 
was cheated out of the better part of 
his week-end, which was spattered 
about the pavement. The coroner 
held the buggy pusher blameless. 

In the months of January and Feb- 
ruary, 1926, forty-eight persons in 
New York city. died of diphtheria, 
forty-four of them being children. The 
New York state health department, 
in a public report of this disgrace, re- 
minds the people that a fatality from 
diphtheria is a needless sacrifice of hu- 
man life, and publishes the facts elicit- 
ed by the official investigation of these 
deaths. 


The state authorities found that in 


forty-two of the fatal cases “the par- 


ents were partly to blame in that they 
neglected to call a physician prompt- 
ly.’ In three instances the doctors 
were responsible for the sad outcome 
because they failed to give an anti- 
dote. In ten other instances the doc- 
tors delayed too long the administra- 
tion of the antidote. In only six cases 
out of forty-eight was the victim given 
the benefit of medical care on the first 
day -of illness. 

Just as we have a few ignoramuses, 
some of them fake healers, who 
“don’t believe in the germ theory” 
—their belief in minute forms of life 
stopping with cooties, fleas and may- 
be itch mifes—so we also have a few 
wretches in the healing business who 
“don’t believe in antitoxin.”’ 

In the forty-two instances in which 
the state health authorities hold the 
parents to blame or partly to blame 
for having failed to call a physician 
promptly, it is debatable whether the 
very health authorities who render the 
verdict should not be held partly to 
blame, with the parents. I think the 
health authorities are themselves 
equally responsible for those fatali- 
ties, for their false teachillgs, which 
the unfortunate parents have taken 
too seriously. 

I accuse the New York state health 
department of misinforming and mis- 
leading the people of the state about 
the nature of diphtheria, and of 
encouraging parents. to deal with 
diphtheria just as did the unhappy 
parents in the forty-two fatal cases 
which the state health department 
now attempts to explain away. 

Diphtheria is one of the well de- 
fined respiratory infections. No one, 
not even a doctor, can tell in the very 
beginning whether the patient has 
diphtheria. In the earier hours, in 
the tirst day of the illness, a doctor 
can seldom give even an approximate 
opinion; he may be suspicious and 
take a culture and wait at least twelve 
hours for the bacteriological report. 
But meanwhile— 

Meanwhile the unhappily misin- 
formed and shamefully misled parents 


are encouraged by. the culpable health 
authorities in the pellet, the guess, the 
hope that it is a “commen cold.” 

f accuse the New York state de- 
partment of health of contributory 
guilt in the forty-two diphtheria fatal- 
ities for which the state health au- 
thorities would) shiit  responstbility 
upon ‘he shoulders of the misguided 
parents, 

| accuse the New York state de- 
partment of health of broadcasting 
false and vicious suggestions which 
give the parents an unwarranted sense 
of security in the assumption that such 
an illness is just a “cold.” 

| accuse the New York state de- 
partinent of health of betraying such 
confidence as the people of the state 
impose in their sanitary guardians. 

If this is part of the five-year cam- 
paign or drive to eradicate diphtheria 
trom the state, it looks as though the 
health authorities were advancing 
backwards.

Not necessarilv a 
hose and throat specialist; any well 
trained physician is competent to treat 
such cases.

The pages of history credit youth with many great accomplishments. 
Del Sarto painted the “Birth of the Virgin’? when he was only twenty-five 
years old, finishing it two years later, thereby taking his rightful place in 
the Hall of Fame alongside Alexander, Napoleon, Pitt, Byron, Hamilton, 
Bryant and others who achieved wonders in their early youth. 


- Del Sarto has been rightfully styled “‘the fauitless painter.’’ He 
could do everything well that a painter strives to do. At the age of 23, 
he was given his first real commission, which was to make five frescoes 
from the life of St. Philip Benizzi for the Servite Church of the Annun- 
ziata. For this work he was paid fifty florins. Later he was engaged to 
paint two more pictures, the “Birth of the Virgin,’’ and the ‘Adoration 
of the Magi,” for which he received forty-eight florins. 


The “Birth of the Virgin,’ hanging in the entrance court is a mar- 
velous example of the use of colors, designs and decision. This beautiful 
picture depicting the nativity of Mary, Mother of Jesus, 1s sacredly 


handled. No disquieting scenes are represented in the details to arrest 
attention. Everything is calm and dignified. Lying in the canopied bed 


is St. Anne, the mother of Mary. On either side of the bed are two 
servants who are attending her. The two figures in the center are neigh- 
bors, who have come in to pay their respect. The one facing us with 
the light veil over her head is the first of many pictures Del Sarto made 
of Lucrezia, his sweetheart, whom he married shortly before this picture 
was finished. To the left of the picture are seen the. nurses caring for 
the infant Mary. On the chimney place, just above the boy, who is 
warming himself at the fire, appears the artist’s name and the year 1514. 
This was the year the picture was finished. ‘he father, St. Joachim, Is 
shown in a reclined position in the background, while above the canopied 
bed the hovering angels watching over the Blessed Child complete the 
picture. 


Andrea Del Sarto was born in 1487, in Florence, Italy. His folks 
lived in humble circumsiances, so at the early age of seven the father 
found it necessary to place the lad in a goldsmith’s shop to do what 
chores he could. Little Andrea spent most of his spare time drawing 
pictures. His youthful talent for drawing soon began to attract atten- 
tion. A few years later he was a pupil of Piero di Cosimo, who was 
recognized as one of the best teachers in Florence. Here he made 
splendid progress. He astounded everyone by his remarkable ability to 
draw, and his style of handling colors early stamped him as a born genius. 


Del Sarto found inspiration in Lucrezia, but the great love he 
showed for this beautiful, heartless woman was never returned. She 
used him only to advance her own station in life. Her charms, which 
only his blind love could see, suddenly turned to jealousy and envy. 
Under her baneful influence he refused to return to France to finish a 
commission he had accepted from the king, and lavished the money on 
Lucrezia which the king had given him to purchase works of art. His 
desire to please encouraged her entreaties. He even abandoned his own 
father and mother to satisfy her unreasonable demands. 


In 1531, Del Sarto, then aged 44, died, a victim of the plague. In 
his last moments he was deserted by even his wife. What a regretable 
ending for one whose untiring devotion had ever been strained to bring 
happiness to an undeserving soul. 


When the artist Jacopo was making a copy ot the “Birth of the 
Virgin,”’ in 1570, an old woman, stooped with the burden of eighty years, 
on her way to church stopped to watch him work. Pointing to the 
figure of the young girl visitor in the picture, she said, “That is my 
picture. | posed for it fifty-seven years ago.

This passive acceptance on the part of 
one individual of whatever is given 
may set up a conflict after a time in 
the mind of the giver. 

The nervous and emotionally excit- 
able person is likely to be foun: d tiring, 
if the nervousness takes the ferm of 
fidveting, apprehensions, peevish irri- 
tability, suspiciousness, hectic excite- 
ment and laughter, giggling or melan- 
choly. Similar types are most affect- 
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ed by the nervous individual. Being 
forewarned and aware of the true na- 
ture of the situation is the remedy of- 
fered, and to do everything possible 
to induce an atmosphere of reasonable 
optimism in place of hysterical excite- 
ment or anxiety.
